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MEMOEIAL. 


7^19  the  Honarable  tlie  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentativeH 

of  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled  : 

Gentlemen  :  Your  memorialists,  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  the  Territory 
of  Utah,  by  their  delegates  in  Convention  now  assembled,  respectfully  present  this 
their  memorial,  humbly  praying  for  admission  into  the  Federal  Union  as  a  free  and 
sovereign  State,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  State  of  Deseret,  with  the  Constitu- 
tion herewith  presented. 

The  history  of  the  privations  and  struggles  and  achievements  of  the  pioneers  of 
Utah  is  a  part  of  the  history  of  the  country,  and  need  not  be  recapitulated  here  ;  but 
some  of  the  disadvantages  of  the  territorial  form  of  government  under  which  your 
memorialists  have  lived  for  the  last  22  years  are  earnestlj^  submitted  to  j^our  consid- 
eration. 

Under  this  form  every  important  civil  action  is  liable  to  be  appealed  to  the  U.  S. 
Supreme  Court,  where  its  final  decision  may  be  delayed  for  years ;  and  every  act  of 
the  legislature  which  escapes  the  absolute  veto  of  the  Governor  is  subject  to  the  su- 
jjervisory  legislation  of  Congress. 

It  has  been  decided  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah  has  no 
power  to  create  or  organize  coiirts  of  original  jurisdiction,  and  the  courts  provided 
by  Congress  under  the  territorial  system  are  insufficient  to  transact  the  business  of 
the  Territory.  Persons  acciised  of  crime  are  denied  bail  and  refused  trial,  Avhile 
cases  rapidly  accumulate  upon  the  civil  calendar,  and  litigants  are  thereby  practically 
denied  justice. 

It  is  the  system  of  government,  rather  than  those  who  administer  the  sj^stem, 
which  should  be  censured  for  this  state  of  affairs. 

A  territorial  or  colonial  system,  under  which  a  government  is  provided  by  a  remote 
power  and  without  the  consent  of  the  governed,  is  inherently  opjjressive  and  auti-re- 
pul)lican.  The  theory  of  government  which  provides  executive  and  judicial  officers 
having  no  responsibility  to  the  people  they  are  called  to  rule  and  to  whom  their  acts 
are  known,  Init  to  a  distant  and  imperfectly  informed  authoritj',  is  admittedly  a  false 
one.  The  officer  assigned  to  a  Territory,  bearing  no  introduction  save  his  commis- 
sion from  the  general  Government,  finds  no  interest  in  common  with  the  people  to 
whom  he  presents  himself.  His  past  life  may  be,  and  usually  is,  a  sealed  book  to  each 
member  of  the  community,  toward  whom  he  is,  by  virtue  of  his  commission,  avithor- 
ized  to  assume  the  most  delicate  and  important  relations.  With  no  confidence  in- 
spired by  long  acquaintance,  the  stranger  becomes  the  arbiter  of  the  destinies  of  a 
community.  As  governor  or  judge,  he  holds  the  lives  and  property  of  a  people 
united  to  him  by  no  ties  of  kindred  or  neighVjorhood,  in  his  hands.  Even  if  selected 
from  among  the  people,  he  still  looks  to  the  parent  government  for  his  compensation, 
and  relies  for  his  tenure  of  office  upon  influences  far  removed  from  the  scene  of  his 
labor,  rather  than  upon  his  own  conduct;  he  is  thus  naturally  led  to  give  small  con- 
sideration to  the  wishes  or  necessities  of  those  who  are  the  sole  sufferers  under  his 
follies  and  mistakes. 

It  is  plain  that  a  system  which  practically  denies  to  the  citizen  the  privilege  of  en- 
acting and  administering  those  domestic  laws  which  are  necessary  for  the  safety  and 


progress  of  the  community ;  which  deprives  him  alike  of  representation  at  Washing- 
ton and  local  sovereignty;  which  fails  to  furnish  him  with  adequate  judicial  facilities, 
aud  subjects  him  to  tedious  and  expensive  delays  in  the  final  arbitrament  of  his 
rights,  is  a  system  most  antagonistic  to  the  spirit  of  representative  republican  govern- 
ment, and  most  injurious  to  the  interests  of  progress. 

From  this  state  of  things  there  is  no  redress,  except  in  the  manner  now  proposed. 
The  remedy  for  the  evils  suggested  is  found  solely  in  a  republican  form  of  govern- 
ment—a government  created  by  the  people  governed,  and  to  a  part  in  which  every 
citizen  is  eligible. 

Utah  has  outgrown  those  conditions  under  which  a  tsrritjrial  form  of  government 
was  equal  to  her  neces.sities,  and  has  reached  a  period  of  corporate  existence  when  a 
State  organization  is  essential  for  the  accommodation  of  her  business  interests.  These 
interests  are  numerous,  and  rapidly  expanding.  Within  the  borders  of  the  Territory 
lie  vast  deposits  of  inexhaustible  mineral  wealth,  which  are  destined  soon  to  equal  in 
extent  and  richness  of  development  those  of  any  neighboring  State  or  Territory. 

The  coal  fields  of  the  Wasatch  range  already  give  promise  of  rivalling  many  of  the 
coal  regions  of  the  older  States.  Rich  veins  and  lodes  of  silver  have  attracted  hither 
capitalists  of  Europe,  and  already  many  leading  silver  mines  of  Utah  are  known  and 
favorably  quoted  in  the  stock  boards  of  London  and  other  European  marts.  The 
siuelters  of  galena  from  New  York.  Boston.  Chicago,  San  Frauci.sco,  and  other  cities 
of  the  Union,  are  looking  to  Utah  as  the  source  of  a  large  part  of  their  future  sup- 
plies. 

Iron  ores  of  the  finest  quality  exist  in  such  vast  masses  in  the  southern  portion  of 
this  Territory  as  to  rise  to  the  dignity  of  iron  mountains,  and  it  is  no  mere  fancy  to 
assert  that  these  ores  will,  in  a  few  years,  furnish  the  materials  for  all  furnaces,  mills, 
and  other  establishments  in  the  new  State  requiring  this  metal,  and  will  warrant  the 
erection,  at  an  early  day,  of  rolling  miUs  for  the  production  of  railroad  iron. 

The  number  of  men  now  either  actually  engaged  or  interested  in  mines  and  mining 
within  the  borders  of  Utah  exceeds  I'O, ()()();  the  amount  of  foreign  capital  invested 
in  her  silver  mines  has  been  fairly  estimated  at  over  %ir),{)00,(JOO;  and  the  number  of 
tons  of  high  grade  ore  and  crude  bullion  shipped  by  rail  from  the  Territory  during 
the  year  1871,  a  large  part  of  which  entered  into  our  national  exports,  has  reached 
!),000  tons.      * 

The  full  and  free  development  of  all  these  interests  demands  a  State  government. 
While  in  California,  Coloi'ado,  Nevada,  and  Montana,  mining  preceded  agriculture, 
in  Utah  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  was  the  first  pursuit  which  occupied  the  attention  of 
citizens.  From  the  extreme  northern  boundary  of  the  Territory  to  the  river  Colo- 
rado in  the  south,  a  distance  but  little  short  of  five  hundred  miles,  numeroiis  settle- 
ments have  been  formed,  and  a  system  of  agriculture  has  been  adopted  which  is 
admirably  suited  to  the  nature  of  the  climate  and  soil.  Throughout  this  extensive 
region,  the  water,  by  means  of  costly  canals  aud  ditches,  has  been  conducted  from  the 
mountains  and  spread  over  the  land,  and  bleak,  l^arren  deserts  have  been  converted 
into  fruitful  fields,  and  the  solitude  of  the  wilderness  has  been  made  musical  with  the 
hum  of  thrifty  industrj'.  Utah,  in  agiucultural  aud  manufacturing  wealth,  compares 
favorably  with  many  of  the  older  settled  portions  of  the  continent. 

Your  memorialists  respectfully  suggest  that  Utah,  having  thus  shown  her  capacity 
tu  sustain  a  large  population  from  her  agricultural  and  manufacturing  resources,  pos- 
sesses every  requisite,  now  that  her  mineral  wealth  is  found  to  be  of  almost  unexam- 
pled richness,  to  make  her  future  prosperous  and  great.     With  well-developed  agri- 


cultural,  manufacturing,  mining,  and  commercial  interests  receiving  the  attention  of 
her  citizens,  with  her  internal  improvements  of  railroads,  telegraph  lines,  canals,  &c., 
the  advantages  of  the  great  continental  highway,  closely  connecting  her  with  her  sistei  s 
on  the  east  and  west,  she  may  expect,  if  permitted  to  assume  the  robes  of  statehood, 
to  enter  upon  a  career  of  prosperity  unsurpassed  by  any  of  the  younger  States. 

The  population  of  Utah  exceeds,  to  a  considerable  extent,  that  of  several  other 
Territories  which  have  been  by  your  honorable  bodies  admitted  to  statehood. 

The  increasing  mineral  resources,  the  development  of  which  has  been  seriouslj' 
retarded  by  conflicting  interests  constantly  arising  under  our  present  system  ;  the 
rapidly  increasing  agricultural,  railroad,  commercial,  and  mechanical  interests, 
together  with  the  satisfactory  condition  of  financial  affairs  throughout  the  Territory 
— showing  as  thej'  do  in  every  department  an  entire  freedom  from  debt ;  the  peaceful 
relations  which  the  inhabitants  have  and  still  maintain  with  the  surrounding  Indian 
tribes;  the  home  and  foreign  capital  which  is  being  daily  invested  in  our  rich  though 
comparatively  undeveloped  niines,  all  seem  to  point  to  one  great  end — the  need  of  a 
Ijermanent  State  government. 

By  the  establishment  of  such  a  government  our  permanent  prosperity  will  be  made 
certain  ;  stability  will  be  impressed  on  all  our  i^ublic  institutions ;  capital,  now  with- 
held because  of  possible  changes,  will  flow  into  the  country  a  rich  and  plenteous 
stream,  imparting  life  and  activity  into  every  branch  of  trade  and  everj'  department 
of  useful  industry.  Our  agricultural,  manufacturing,  mineral,  commercial,  and  rail- 
road interests  will  be  strengthened  and  enlarged  ;  enterprising  sojourners  will  become 
permanent  residents  ;  elements  of  disorder,  now  bold  and  defiant  through  encourage- 
ment from  collisions  between  opposing  judicial  departments,  will  subside  before  the 
power  of  justice,  one  and  undivided  ;  peace  and  harmony  will  take  the  place  of  dis- 
cord and  confusion ;  education,  hitherto  unaided  by  State  patronage,  will  extend  its 
influence  to  every  family,  and  the  people  of  these  mountain  valleys,  no  longer  ha- 
rassed and  i^erjDlexed  bj^  the  errors  of  officials  who  are  unacquainted  with  their  wants, 
freed  from  all  doubts  as  to  the  good  will  of  the  parent  government,  and  brought  by 
the  Federal  compact  into  perfect  accord  with  the  rest  of  the  Republic,  will  move  for- 
ward in  the  grand  march  of  national  progress,  as  loj'^al,  true,  free,  and  liberal  a  com- 
monwealth as  any  among  the  glorious  sisterhood. 

The  policy  of  Congress  has  always  been  to  accord  a  State  government  to  a  Territory 
so  soon  as  the  community  asking  such  privilege  gave  evidence  of  its  ability  to  sustain 
the  burden  of  self-government.  If  in  any  instance  a  mistake  has  been  made  in  the 
admission  of  a  State  where  subsequent  growth  has  failed  to  justifj'  the  expectations 
of  the  countrj',  we  sul>mit  that  the  results  of  such  mistakes  should  not  be  charged  to 
Utah,  which  to-day  exhibits,  not  in  exi^ectation,  but  in  possession,  the  requisite  popu- 
lation and  resources  to  entitle  her  to  enter  the  American  Union. 

The  constitution  of  the  proposed  State,  which  is  presented  herewith,  looks  to  the 
development  of  those  improvements  in  political  science  which  elsewhere  excite  public 
attention ;  for  it  wUl  be  observed  that  it  provides  for  minority  representation,  impar- 
tial suffrage,  and  equal  public  educational  facilities,  without  distinction  of  race,  color, 
religion,  or  citizenship}. 

If  it  be  deemed  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  peojDle  of  the  proposed  State  that 
other  guarantees  should  be  obtained  than  those  contained  in  this  constitutioo,  an  oj)- 
l^ortuuity  is  afforded  in  the  ordinance  to  propose  such  conditions  as  honorable  men 
may  accept. 
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We  submit,  iu  conclusion,  that  the  interests  of  the  people  inhabitinf,'  the  TerntMi  y 
of  Utah,  as  well  as  those  of  the  nation,  will  be  advanced  by  the  si>fe<ly  udmissiou  of 
the  proposed  State,  and  to  that  end  your  memorialists  invoke  your  uiirly  anil  favoiiiblr 
action.

CONSTITUTION. 


OEDINANCE. 

We,  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  do  ordain  as  follows,  and 
this  ordinance  shall  be  irrevocable  without  the  consent  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  joeople  of  the  State  of  Deseret : 

First.  That  we  adopt  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Second.  That  there  shall  be  in  this  State  neither  slavery,  nor  involiui- 
tary  servitude  otherwise  than  in  the  piuiishment  of  crimes  whereof  the 
party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted. 

Thu'd.  That  perfect  toleration  of  religion  shall  be  secured,  and  no  in- 
habitant of  said  State  -shall  ever  be  molested  in  joerson  or  property  on 
account  of  his  or  her  mode  of  religious  worship. 

Fourth.  That  the  people  inhabiting  said  Territory  do  agree  and  de- 
clare, that  they  forever  disclaim  all  right  and  title  to  the  unapprojDriated 
pubhc  lands  lying  within  said  Territory,  and  that  the  same  shall  be  and 
remain  at  the  sole  and  entire  disposition  of  the  United  States :  and  that 
lands  belonging  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  residing  without  the 
said  State,  shall  never  be  taxed  higher  than  the  land  belonging  to  resi- 
dents thereof,  and  that  no  taxes  shall  be  imposed  by  said  State  on  lands 
or  property  therein,  belongmg  to,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  purchased 
by,  the  United  States. 

Fifth.  That  such  terms,  if  any,  as  may  be  j)rescribed  by  Congress  as 
a  condition  of  the  admission  of  the  said  State  into  the  Union,  shall,  if 
ratified  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  peoj)le  thereof,  at  siich  time  and  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  this  Convention,  thereupon  be 
embraced  within,  and  constitute  a  part  of,  this  ordinance. 

PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Deseret,  grateful  to  Ahnighty  God  for 
oiu'  freedom,  in  order  to  secure  its  blessings,  insure  domestic  tranquil- 
ity and  form  a  more  perfect  government,  do  establish  this 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. — Declakation  of  Eights. 

Section  1.  In  republican  governments  all  men  should  possess  their 
natural  rights,  among  which  ax'e  those  of  eujoymg  and  .defending  theii* 
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lives  and  liberty,  acquiring?,  possessinjjf  ami  protecting  i)roperty.  an»l  of 
seeking  and  obtaining  their  safety  and  happiness. 

Sec.  2.  All  pohtioal  power  is  inherent  in  the  peoi)lc.  and  all  free  gov 
cninients  are  founded  in  their  authority,  and  iiistitnted  for  tlieir  beiietil : 
tlierefore  they  have  an  iuahenable  light  to  institute  governnient,  and  to 
alter,  reform,  or  change  the  same,  when  their  safety,  hapi)inesH  ami  tin- 
public  good  re(pure  it:  but  the  paramount  allegiance  of  ev<'ry  citi/.tn  is 
due  to  the  Federal  Goverinuent,  in  the  exercise  of  all  its  constitutional 
pi>\vers. 

Sec.  8.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  secured  to  all  and  remain 
inviolate  forever;  but  a  jury  trial  may  be  waived  by  the  parties  in  all 
civil  cases,  in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law;  and  in  civil  caseH.  if 
three-fourths  of  the  jurors  agree  u])on  a  verdict,  it  shall  stand  an«l  have 
the  same  force  and  ellect  as  a  verdict  by  the  whole  jury:  J'toruftti,  The 
legislature,  by  a  law  passed  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  all  the  niembei-M 
elected  to  each  branch  thereof,  may  rc<iuire  a  Jinanimous  venlict,  not 
withstanding  this  provision. 

Sec.  4.  The  free  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religious  pruf«Ksion  and 
worship,  shall,  without  discrimination  or  preference,  forever  be  allowetl 
in  this  State  ;  and  no  person  shall  be  rendered  incompetent  to  bo  n  wit 
uess  or  juror  on  account  of  opinions  on  n»attei>i  of  religion  :  b«it  the 
liberty  of  conscience,  hereby  seciu'ed,  shall  not  be  so  construed  a.s  to  e\ 
cuse  acts  of  Ucentiousness  or  other  crimes  :  or  justify  ])ractice8  incoiiKis 
(c.it  with  the  peace  or  safety  of  this  .Stitc. 

Sec.  5.    The  privilege  of   the  writ  of  /nilmin   cn-fnt.i  shall   not  be  suk 

pendcd,  \inless,  when  in  cases  of  rebellit)n  uy  invasion,  the  public  siifety 

may  rctjuire  its  suspension. 

Sec.  (!.   pjxcessive  bail   shall  not  be  retiuired,  nor  excessive  tines  im 
♦  ... 

])Osed,  nor  shall  cruel  or  unusu;il    punishments  J)e  intlicttnl  ;    nor  shall 

witnesses  be  unreasonably  detained. 

Sec.  7.   All  pcr.sons  shall  be  baihible  by  sutlicient  sureties;   unless  for 
capital  oft'ences,  when  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption  great 

Sec.  8.  No  pei'son  shall  be  tried  for  a  capital  or  other  infamous  crinu- 
(except  in  cases  of  imjieachment,  and  in  cases  of  the  militia  when  in 
actual  service,  and  the  land  and  naval  forces  in  time  of  war,  and  in  caws 
of  petit  larceny,  under  the  regulation  of  the  legislature.)  except  on  pre 
sentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury:  Pror'nli'l.  That  the  legislature 
may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  hoiiso 
thereof,  abolish  the  grand  jmy  system,  anything  in  this  section  to  the 
contrary  notwithstamling ;  and  in  any  trial  in  any  court  what<'ver.  the 
party  accused  shall  be  allowed  t(j  appear  and  defeml  in  person,  and  with 
counsel,  as  in  civil  actions.     No  person  sluill  be  subject  to  be  twice  put 
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in  jeopardy  for  the  same  offence  ;  nor  shall  he  be  compelled,  in  any  crim- 
inal case,  to  be  a  witness  against  himself ;  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  lib- 
erty, or  property,  without  due  process  of  law  ;  nor  shall  private  property 
be  taken  for  pubhc  use  without  just  compensation  having  been  first  made 
or  secured,  except  in  cases  of  war,  riot,  fire,  or  great  public  peril,  in 
which  case  compensation  shall  be  afterward  made. 

Sec.  9.  Every  person  may  freely  speak,  write,  and  pubhsh  his  senti- 
ments on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  right;  and 
no  law  shall  be  passed  to  restrain  or  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech  or  of 
the  press.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  and  civil  actions  for  libels,  the 
truth  may  be  given  in  evidence  to  the  jury,  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the 
jury  that  the  matter  charged  as  libellous  is  true,  and  was  published  with 
good  motives,  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shall  be  acquitted  or 
exonerated. 

Sec.  10.  The  people  shall  have  the  right  freely  to  assemble  together 
to  consult  for  the  common  good,  to  instruct  their  representatives,  and  to 
petition  for  redress  of  grievances. 

Sec.  11.  The  military  shall  be  subordinate  to  the  civil  power,  and  no 
standing  army  shall  be  maintained  by  this  State  in  tune  of  peace. 

Sec.  12.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  except  in  the  man- 
ner to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  13.  Representation  shall  be  apportioned  according  to  population. 

Sec  14.  The  privilege  of  the  debtor  to  enjoy  the  necessary  comforts 
of  life  shall  be  recognized  by  wholesome  laws,  exempting  a  reasonable 
amount  of  property  from  seizure  or  sale  for  payment  of  any  debts  or 
liabilities  hereafter  contracted  ;  and  there  shall  be  no  imprisonment  for 
debt,  except  in  cases  of  fraud,  hbel  or  slander,  and  no  person  shall  be 
imprisoned  for  a  militia  fine  in  time  of  peace. 

Sec  15.  No  bill  of  attainder,  ex  2)ost  facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the 
obligation  of  contracts,  shall  ever  be  j)assed. 

Sec  16.  Foreigners  who  are,  or  who  may  hereafter  l^ecome,  honafide 
residents  of  this  State,  shall  enjoy  the  same  rights  m  respect  to  the  jdos- 
session,  enjoyment  and  inheritance  of  property  as  native-born  citizens. 

Sec  17.  Neither  slavery,  nor  involuntary  servitude  unless  for  the  pun- 
ishment of  crimes,  shall  ever  be  tolerated  in  this  State. 

Sec  18.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  seciu'e  in  their  persons,  houses, 
pajjcrs,  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  seizures  and  searches,  shall  not 
be  violated  ;  and  no  warrant  shall  issue  but  on  probable  cause,  supported 
by  oath  or  affirmation,  particularly  describing  the  place  or  j^laces  to  be 
searched,  and  the  jjerson  or  persons,  and  thing  or  things,  to  be  seized. 
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Sec.  19.  Treason  a^^aiiiiit  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  l^•vvin^r  war 
against  it,  adhering  to  its  enemies,  or  giving  them  aid  and  comfort  Ami 
no  person  sliall  be  convicted  of  treason  nnless  on  the  testimony  <>f  two 
witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in  open  co»irt. 

Sec.  20.  The  right  of  citizens  to  keep  and  bear  arms,  for  common  de 
fence,  shall  not  be  cpiestioned. 

Sec.  21.  No  religious  test  shall  ever  be  retpiired  as  a  (lualitication  f(»r 
holding  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  this  SU\U\ 

Sec.  22.  This  enumeration  of  rights  shall  not  l>e  (M.nstnu-d  to  nnpair 
or  deny  others  retained  by  the  people. 

Article  II. — Rioht  ok  SiKKU.\(iE. 

Section  1.  Every  citizen  of  the  United  Stjites.  male  ami  fmialf.  (not 
laboring  luider  the  disabilities  named  in  this  ctmstitiition. )  of  tlie  agts  of 
twenty-one  years  and  over,  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  Stat*'  kix 
months,  and  in  the  county  thirty  days,  next  j)receding  any  elei'tiou,  Hhnll 
be  entitled  to  vote  for  all  officers  that  now  are  or  hcieafter  may  Ik^ 
elected  by  the  people,  and  upon  all  questitms  submitted  to  the  electorH 
at  such  election  :  J^rorided.  That  no  ])erson  who  luw  l)een  or  may  be 
convicted  of  treason  or  felony,  in  any  Stsite  or  Territory  «>f  the  I'liifi-d 
States,  imless  restored  to  civil  rights,  and  no  iiUot  or  insane  jM-rKJin. 
sliall  be  entitled  to  the  pri\'ilege  of  an  elector. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  voting,  no  person  shall  be  deemed  to  liav*- 
gained  or  lost  a  residence  by  rea.sor  of  presence  or  abst-ncc  whih-  em 
ployed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  :  nor  while  engaged  in  the 
navigation  of  the  waters  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  high  seas  ;  nor 
while  a  student  of  any  seminary  of  learning  :  nor  wliik-  kept  at  any  alms 
house  or  other  asylum  ;  nor  while  confined  in  any  i)ublic  prison. 

Sec.  3.  During  tlie  day  on  which  any  general  election  shall  be  held  no 
(pialitied  elector  shall  be  arrested  by  virtue  of  any  civil  ]iroc<'Ss  ;  and  no 
elector  shall  be  obliged  to  perform  mihtary  duty  on  tin-  day  of  su<'ii  elec 
tion,  except  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger. 

Sec.  4.  All  elections  by  the  i)eople  shall  l)e  by  ballot.  an«l  all  elections 
by  the  legislatui'e.  or  by  either  branch  thereof,  shall  be  rira  race. 

Sec  5.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  the  registration  of  the 
names  of  the  electors  within  the  counties  of  which  they  may  be  resi 
dents,  and  for  the  ascertainment,  by  proper  jiroofs,  of  the  jjersons  wlio 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  right  of  suftrage.  as  hereby  estj\l)lished  to  j)re 
serve  the  piuity  of  elections,  and  to  regulate  the  nninner  of  hohling  and 
making  returns  of  the  same  ;  and  the  legislatiu-e  shall  have  ]M)wcr  to 
prescribe  by  law  any  other  or  fiu'ther  niles  or  oaths  as  may  bo  deemed 
necessary,  as  a  test  of  electoi-al  qualification. 
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Sec.  6.  All  persons  qualified  by  law  to  vote  for  representatives  to  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah  at  the  date  of  the  submis- 
sion of  this  constitution,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  the  question  of 
adopting  or  rejecting  the  same. 

Article  III. — Distribution  of  Powers. 

The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  Deseret  shall  be  divided 
into  three  separate  dejDartments — the  legislative,  the  executive  and  the 
judicial ;  and  no  person  charged  with  the  exercise  of  powers  properly 
belonging  to  one  of  these  departments  shall  exercise  any  functions  ap- 
pertaining to  either  of  the  others,  excejDt  in  the  cases  herein  expressly 
directed  or  permitted. 

Article  IV. — Legislative  Department. 

Section  1.  The  legislative  authority  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
legislature,  which  shall  consist  of  a  senate  and  house  of  representatives, 
and  the  sessions  thereof  shall  be  held  at  the  seat  of  government. 

Sec.  2.  The  sessions  of  the  legislatui'e  shall  be  biennial,  and,  except 
at  the  first  session  thereof,  shall  commence  on  the  second  Monday  in 
January  next  ensuing  the  election  of  members  of  the  house  of  rej^resent- 
atives,  miless  the  governor  shall  convene  the  legislature  by  proclama- 
tion. 

Sec.  3.  The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall,  except  at 
the  first  election,  be  chosen  biennially,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  their 
resjDective  counties,  or  districts,  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  and 
theii-  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years  from  the. day  next  after  theii'  elec- 
tion. 

Sec  4.  The  senators  shall  be  chosen  at  the  same  tune  and  places  as 
the  members  of  the  house  of  representatives,  by  the  quahfied  electors  of 
their  respective  counties  or  districts,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be 
four  years  from  the  day  next  after  their  election  :  J^rovided,  hoioeve); 
That  the  senators  elect  at  the  first  session  of  the  legislatiu'e  shall  be 
divided  equally  into  two  classes  as  nearly  as  may  be  ;  and  the  seats  of 
senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expu'ation  of  two  years, 
those  of  the  second  class  at  the  expii-ation  of  four  years,  so  that  one-half 
as  nearly  as  possible  shall  be  chosen  biennially  thereafter.  And.  in  case 
of  mcrease  in  the  number  of  senators  they  shall  be  so  annexed  by  lot 
to  one  or  the  other  of  the  two  classes  as  to  keep  them  as  equal  as  prac- 
ticable. 

Sec.  5.  The  first  legislatui-e  shall  consist  of  thirteen  senators  and 
twenty-six  representatives,  and  shall  be  apportioned  as  prescribed  by 
law.     The  nmnber  of  senators  and  representatives  may  be  increased 
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from  time  to  time:  Prorhlah  The  number  of  representatives  Khali  never 
1)6  less  than  twice  that  of  the  senators  :  Ami  fn-of'uhd  furtht  r.  That  the 
senators  shall  never  exceed  thii'ty  iii  number.  The  apportionment  of 
the  members  of  both  houses  shall  be  as  jjrescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  0.  No  pei'son  sliall  be  a  senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  tin- 
age  of  twenty-live  years,  or  a  representative  who  shall  not  havi'  attjiined 
the  a<?e  of  tweuty-one  years.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  or  represent- 
ative who  shall  not  1)e  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who.  except  ut 
tlie  first  election,  shall  not  have  been  two  years  a  resident  of  this  St«t4'. 
■•nid  for  (me  year  next  precedin<^  his  election  a  resident  of  the  county  or 
district  in  which  he  is  elected.  No  person  holdin-;  any  oflit'e  of  profit 
or  trust  under  authority  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  .Stnt*-.  shall  have 
a  seat  in  the  le<j^islature :  Pmi'kJed,  That  api)ointmentK  in  tlu'  State  niilitiii 
and  the  offices  of  notiiry  iiublic.  justice  of  the  peace.  l*nit<*d  State's  comniiK 
sioner.  conimi.ssioner  of  deeds,  and  j)ostmasters  (whose  annuid  competisa 
tion  does  not  exceed  iive  hundred  dollars.)  shall  not.  within  the  meanin^^ 
of  this  section,  be  con.sidered  offices  of  ])rolit  or  trust. 

Sec.  7.  The  members  of  the  le«fislature  shall,  before  ent^-rin^  up«»n 
theii'  official  duties,  take  and  sub.scribe  the  followin«jf  oath  or  aflinnation: 
"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affinn)  that  I  will  sujiport  th*-  ('<»nstituti(»n  of 
the  United  States  and  of  the  Sbite  of  Deseret.  and  will  faithfuUv  dis 
charge  the  duties  of  senator,  (or  representative.)  acconling  to  the  best 
of  my  abiUty ;  (if  an  oath.)  so  help  me  (iod  :  (if  an  affinuatinn.)  under 
the  pains  and  penalties  of  ])erjury." 

Sec.  8.  Each  house  shall  judge  of  the  (pialilications.  elections,  and  re 
tm-ns  of  its  own  members,  and  may  punish  its  inembers  f(»r  «lisorderly 
conduct,  and,  with  the  concuiTcnce  of  two-thirds  of  all  tin-  niend>ei-K 
elected,  expel  a  member. 

Sec.  1).  No  member  of  the  legislature  shall,  during  the  term  for  which 
he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  ajjpohited  to  any  civil  office  of  jjrolit  un 
der  this  State   which   shall   have   been   created,  or   the   eniohunents  «»f 
which  shall  have  been  increased,  durmg  such  term,  excj-pt  su<'h  oflice  as 
may  be  tilled  by  elections  by  the  people. 

Sec.  10.  Members  of  the  legislature  .shall  b.-  ])rivileged  from  arrest 
on  civil  process  during  the  session  thereof,  and  for  lifteen  days  next  be- 
fore the  commencement  of  each  session. 

Sec.  11.  AVhen  a  vacancy  occurs  in  either  house,  the  governor  shall 
order  an  election  to  till  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  12.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjoiu-u  fi-om  day  to  day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  al)sent  membere 
in  such  manner  and  under  such  i>enalties  as  each  house  may  i)rescril)e. 


Sec.  13.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  own  proceediogs, 
which  shall  be  published  ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either 
hous3  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  any  five  members  present, 
be  entered  on  the  joiu'nal. 

Sec.  14.  The  door  of  each  house  shall  be  kept  open  during  its  ses- 
sion, except  the  senate  while  sitting-  in  executive  session  ;  and  neither 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjoiu'n  for  more  than  three 
days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  they  may  be  holding 
their  session. 

Sec  15.  Any  bill  may  originate  in  either  house  of  the  legislature,  and 
all  bills  passed  by  one  may  be  amended  or  rejected  by  the  other. 

Sec  16.  Each  law  enacted  by  the  legislature  shall  embrace  but  one 
subject  and  matter  properly  connected  therewith,  which  subject  shall 
be  briefly  expressed  in  the  title  ;  and  no  law  shall  be  revised  or  amended 
by  reference  to  its  title  only,  bxit  in  such  case  the  act  as  revised  or  sec- 
tion as  amended  shall  be  enacted  and  published  at  length. 

Sec.  17.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  shall  be 
necessaiy  to  pass  every  bill  or  joint  resolution,  and  all  bills  or  joint 
resolutions  so  passed  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the 
respective  hoiises. 

Sec  18.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  except  as  appro- 
priated by  law. 

Sec  19.  In  all  cases  where  a  general  law  can  be  made  applicalile,  the 
laws  shall  be  general  and  of  uniform  operation,  and  provision  shall  be 
made  by  law  for  bringing  suit  against  the  State. 

Sec  20.  The  enacting  clause  of  every  law  shall  be  as  follows :  •'  Be  it 
enacted  by  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Deseret ;"  and  no  law  shall  be 
enacted  except  by  bill. 

Sec  21.  The  legislature  may  establish  a  luiifonn  system  of  county 
and  township  government. 

Sec  22.  The  first  regular  session  of  the  legislature  may  extend  to 
ninety  days,  but  no  subsequent  regular  session  shall  exceed  sixty  days, 
nor  shall  any  session  convened  by  the  governor  exceed  twenty  days. 

Sec  23.  The  members  and  officers  of  the  legislature  shall  receive  for 
their  services  a  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  law,  and  no  increase  of  such 
compensation  shall  take  efi'ect  during  the  term  for  which  the  members 
and  officers  of  either  house  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec  24.  Every  bill  passed  by  the  legislatirre  shall  be  presented  to  the 
governor.  If  he  approve  it,  he  shall  sign  it.  Avhereupon  it  shall  become 
a  law ;  but  if  not,  he  shall  retm-n  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  house  in 
which  it  originated,  which  house  shall  cause  such  objections  to  be  en- 
tered upon  its  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.     If,  after  such 
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reconsideration,  it  a^'aiii  piiss  hotli  huuscs.  liy  a  vote  of  t\v<»  tliinln  of  tlio 
members  elected  to  each  house,  it  shall  bccoiiic  a  law.  notwitliHtamlin^f 
the  governor's  objections.  If  any  bill  shall  not  bt-  returned  within  live 
days  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  (Sunday  except^Hl,)  ex- 
clusive of  the  day  on  Avhich  he  received  it.  the  sa?ne  shall  be  a  law  in 
like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it.  unless  the  legislature,  by  its  tinal  lul- 
journment,  prevent  such  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  become  n  law 
unless  the  governor,  Avithin  live  days  after  adjournment,  shall  file  such 
bill,,  with  his  apj^-oval  thereof,  in  the  ofHce  <>f  the  secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  25.  At  all  elections  for  rei^resentativen  ejich  ipialitied  ekn-tor  may 
cast  as  many  votes  for  one  candidate  as  there  are  representatives  t<»  l)e 
elected  in  the  county  or  district,  or  may  distribute  the  sjime  am<»ng  any 
or  all  of  the  candidates :  and  the  candidates  receiving  tlie  highest  num 
ber  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected. 

Aktkle  V. — ExEcrTivE  Depahtmkxt. 

Section  1.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  tin*  State  shall  b«-  viHtctl 
in  a  governor. 

Sec.  2.  The  governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  (pialiti«d  ehi-tors  at  the 
time  and  places  of  voting  for  the  meml)ers  of  the  legislatiu-*-.  and  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  tenn  of  two  years,  and  until  his  succcKHor  shall 
be  (pialitied. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  i-ligible  to  the  office  of  govenmr  \\\ut  is  not 
a  qualitied  elector,  and  who,  at  the  lime  of  such  electi<»n,  hos  not  at- 
tained the  age  of  twenty  live  years,  and  who.  except  at  the  first  electi«)n 
under  this  constitution,  shall  not  have  been  a  citizen  resident  «»f  tliis 
State  for  two  years  next  preceding  the  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  returns  of  every  election  for  governor  ami  other  Stjiti-  of 
ticers  voted  for  at  the  general  election,  shall  be  sealed  up  and  tninsmitted 
to  the  seat  of  government,  directed  to  the  secretary-  of  State*,  and  on  tlio 
third  Monday  of  September  next  sticceeding  such  eh-ction  the  eliief  jus 
tice  of  the  supreme  court  and  the  associate  jtistices.  or  a  majoritv 
thereof,  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  secretjuy  of  State-,  and  open  and 
canvass  the  election  returns  for  governor  and  all  other  State  officers,  and 
forthwith  declare  and  pul)lish  the  result,  and  notify  th«-  officei-s  ele«-t  of 
their  election.  The  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the 
respective  offices  shall  be  declared  elected  :  but  in  cjise  tw(»  or  more 
have  an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the  same  ofliee.  the 
legislature  shall,  by  joint  vote  of  both  houses,  elect  one  of  said  pei-sons 
to  said  office. 

Sec.  5.  The  governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  militarv 
forces  of  this  State,  and  may  call  out  the  same  to  execute-  the  laws,  sup- 
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press  insurrection,  and  repel  invasion :  and  when  the  governor  shall, 
with  the  consent  of  the  legislature,  be  out  of  the  State  in  time  of  war, 
and  at  the  head  of  any  military  force  thereof,  he  shall  continue  com- 
mander-in-cliief  of  the  military  forces  of  the  State. 

Sec.  6.  He  shall  transact  all  executive  business  with  the  officers  of 
the  Government,  civil  and  military,  and  may  require  information  in 
writing  from  the  officers  of  the  executive  department  upon  any  subject 
relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec  7.  AVlien  any  office  shall  from  any  cause  become  vacant,  and  no 
mode  is  prescribed  by  the  constitution  or  laws  for  filling  such  vacancy, 
the  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment, 
which  shall  expire  when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  due  course  of 
law. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed. 

Sec  9.  The  governor  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the 
legislature  by  proclamation,  and  shall  state  to  both  houses  when  or- 
ganized the  purpose  for  wliich  they  have  been  convened. 

Sec.  10.  He  shall  communicate  by  message  to  the  legislatui'e,  at  every 
regular  session,  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  such  meas- 
ures as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec  11.  In  case  of  a  disagreement  between  the  two  houses  with  re- 
spect to  the  time  of  adjournment,  the  governor  may,  on  the  same  being 
certified  to  him  by  the  house  first  moving  the  adjournment,  adjourn  the 
legislature  by  proclamation  to  such  time  as  he  tliinks  proper,  not 
beyond  the  first  day  of  the  next  regular  session. 

Sec  12.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves,  commuta- 
tions and  pardons,  after  conviction,  of  all  oftences  except  impeachment, 
subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec  13.  A  lieutenant-governor  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  and 
places  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  governor,  and  his  term  of  office 
and  his  eligibihty  shall  also  be  the  same.  He  shall  be  the  president  of  the 
senate,  but  shall  only  have  a  casting  vote  therein.  In  case  of  impeach- 
ment of  the  governor,  or  his  removal  from  office,  death,  inability  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  said  office,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  State, 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office  shaU  devolve  upon  the  lieutenant- 
governor  for  the  residue  of  the  term,  or  until  the  disability  shall  cease  : 
and  in  case  of  the  disability  of  both  the  governor  and  heutenant-gov- 
ernor,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  executive  shall  devolve  ujjon  the 
secretary  of  State,  until  such  disability  shall  cease,  or  the  vacancy  be 
filled. 

Sec  14.  A  secretary  of  State,  a  treasurer,  an  auditor  of  public  ac- 
counts, a  surveyor-general,  a  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and 
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an  attorney -general,  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  and  places,  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  governor  ;  the  term  of  office  of  each  sliall  be  the 
same  as  is  prescribed  for  the  governor.  Any  elector  shall  be  eligible  to 
any  of  said  offices,  except  the  secretary  of  State,  whose  qnalificatious 
shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  the  governor. 

Sec.  15.  There  shall  be  a  seal  of  the  State,  which  shall  l)e  called  the 
"  Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  Deseret."  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  secre- 
tary of  State. 

Sec.  16.  All  grants  and  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  State  of  Deseret,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  governor, 
and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  State,  who  shall  affix  the  great 
seal  of  the  State  thereto. 

Sec  17.  The  secretary  of  State  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  official 
acts  of  the  legislature,  and  shall  keep  a  true  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  executive  department  of  the  government,  and  shall,  when  required, 
lay  the  same  and  all  other  matters  relative  thereto  before  either  branch 
of  the  legislature. 

Sec  18.  The  governor,  secretary  of  State,  and  the  attorney-general 
shall  constitute  a  board  of  State  prison  commissioners,  which  board 
shall  have  such  supervision  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  State  jirison 
as  may  be  prorided  by  law.  They  shall  also  constitute  a  board  of  ex- 
aminers, with  power  to  examine  all  claims  against  the  State,  (except  sal- 
aries or  compensation  of  officers  fixed  by  law.)  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  pi'escribed  by  law. 

Sec  19.  The  secretary  of  State,  State  treasurer,  auditor  of  public  ac- 
counts, surveyor-general,  supermtendent  of  public  instruction,  and  attor- 
ney-general shall  perform  such  other  diities  as  may  be  prescribed  b}-  law. 

Asticle  VI. — Judicial  Dep.\ktment. 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  a  su- 
preme coiu't,  circuit  coiu-ts,  probate  courts,  mimicipal  coiu-ts  of  incor 
porated  cities,  and  in  justices  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  first  general  election,  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the 
qualified  electors  of  this  State,  four  cu'cuit  judges,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  two,  four,  six,  and  eight  j-ears  respectively,  from  and  including 
the  first  Monday  in  January  next  succeeding  their  elections,  and  until 
then-  successors  are  elected  and  quahfied.  They  shall  meet  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  their  election  and  qualification,  and  at  their  first  meet- 
ing shall  determme  by  lot  the  term  of  office  each  shall  fill,  and  the  cii'- 
cuit  in  which  each  shall  travel ;  and  thereafter  when  vacancies  occiu*  the 
same  shall  be  filled  at  the  general  election :  Frovideah  That  the  legisla- 
tiu-e  may  provide  by  law  that  the  judges  shall  alternate  in  the  varioiTS 
circuits. 
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Sec.  3.  The  circuit  judges  shall,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  con- 
stitute the  supreme  court.  "When  a  case  is  appealed  from  the  decision 
of  a  circuit  coiu't,  the  judge  thereof  shall  not  sit  for  the  hearing  of  that 
case  as  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court ;  but  said  case  shall  be  heaixl  and 
determined  by  the  other  three,  and  the  conciuTcnce  of  two  of  them  shall 
be  necessary  to  render  a  decision ;  the  legislature  at  any  time  shall  have 
power  to  increase  the  number  of  cu'cuits  in  this  State,  and  provide  for 
the  election  of  judges  to  fill  them,  and  also  to  reorganize  the  supreme 
coiu-t  and  provide  for  the  election  and  tenui-e  of  office  of  the  justices 
thereof,  who  shall  not  be  required  to  perform  the  duties  of  circuit 
judges. 

Sec.  4.  The  supreme  court,  whenever  it  shall  be  organized,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  section  three,  shall  consist  of  a  chief  justice  and  two  associ 
ate  justices,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  legis- 
lature, by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  thereof, 
may  provide  for  the  election  of  two  additional  associate  justices,  and  if 
so  increased,  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  concurrence  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  whole  coiu't  shall  be  necessary  to  render  a  decision. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  suj)reme  court,  as  contem- 
plated in  section  three,  the  cii'cuit  judges  shall  meet,  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable after  then-  election  and  qualification,  and  at  then-  first  meeting-  shall 
determine,  by  lot,  the  term  of  office  each  shall  fill,  and  the  justice  di'aw- 
ing  the  shortest  term  shall  be  chief  justice,  and  after  the  expiration  of 
his  term,  the  one  having  the  next  shortest  term  shall  be  chief  justice, 
after  which  the  senior  justice  in  commission  shall  be  chief  justice.  And 
in  case  the  commission  of  any  two  or  more  of  said  justices  shall  bear  the 
same  date,  they  shall  determine  by  lot  who  shall  be  chief  justice. 

Sec  6.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  fom-  judicial  circuits ;  the  first 
to  be  composed  of  the  counties  of  Washington,  Kane,  Iron,  Beaver, 
Piute,  Sevier,  Millard,  and  Sanpete ;  the  second,  of  the  counties  of  Juab, 
Utah,  Tooele,  Wasatch,  and  Summit ;  the  third,  of  the  counties  of  Salt 
Lake,  Davis,  and  Weber;  the  fourth,  of  the  counties  of  Box  Elder, 
Cache,  Rich,  and  ]\Iorgan  ;  and  the  legislature  may  provide  by  law  for  an 
alteration  of  the  bomidaries  of  the  jixdicial  circuits,  as  herein  prescribed, 
and  for  the  election  of  the  judges  therein  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
respective  circuits. 

Sec.  7.  The  supi-eme  court  shall  have  appellate  jmisdiction  m  all  cases 
of  quo  warranto,  mandamus,  proliibition,  cerfiorari.  and  habeas  corpus, 
and  in  all  ci\il  cases,  both  hi  law  and  equity,  where  the  amomit  in  con- 
troversy exceeds  thi-ee  hundred  dollars ;  and  in  all  criminal  cases  ^vhere 
the  fine  exceeds  fifty  dollars  or  the  imprisonment  is  sixty  days  or  up-  . 
wards;  and  in  all  cases  in  which  is  involved  the  title  or  right  of  posses- 
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sion  to,  or  the  possession  of  real  estate  or  mining  claims,  or  the  legality 
of  any  tax,  impost,  assesment,  toll,  or  municipal  fine.  The  coiu-t  shall 
also  have  power  to  issue  all  writs  necessary  or  proper  to  the  complete 
exercise  of  its  appellate  jurisdiction;  and  each  of  the  justices  shall  have 
power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus  to  any  paii  of  the  State  upon  peti- 
tion by  or  on  behalf  of  any  person  held  in  actual  custody,  and  may  make 
such  writs  returnable  before  himself  or  the  supreme  coiu't. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  a  probate  judge  elected  by  the  quaUtied  electors 
of  each  county  at  the  general  election,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four 
years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  (jualilied. 

Sec.  9.  The  legislatiu'e  shall  detennine  the  niunber  of  justices  of  the 
peace  to  be  elected  in  each  precinct  of  the  State,  and  fix  by  law  their 
term  of  office,  their  duties  and  responsibilities. 

Sec  10.  The  jurisdiction,  both  original  and  ai)pellate.  of  the  circuit 
and  all  inferior  courts,  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  11.  The  jiadges  of  the  supreme  and  circuit  courts  sliall  be  ineli- 
gible to  any  office,  other  than  a  judicial  office,  during  the  term  for  which 
they  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  supreme  or  cux-uit 
judge  Avho  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  has  not  attained  to 
the  age  of  twentj^-five  years,  and  who,  except  at  the  first  election,  has 
not  been  a  resident  of  this  State  at  least  two  years  next  preceding  his 
election. 

Sec.  13.  The  jiidges  of  the  sujoreme  and  circuit  courts  sliall  each  re- 
ceive quarterly  for  their  ser-\dces  a  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  law, 
which  shall  not  be  increased  or  duninished  during  the  term  for  whicli 
they  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  14.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  tei-ms  of  the  circuit  court  held 
annually  at  the  county  seat  in  each  county,  at  such  times  as  shall  be 
provided  by  law,  and  there  shall  be  not  less  than  two  temis  of  the  su- 
preme coiu't  held  annually,  which  tenns  shall  be  held  at  tlie  seat  of 
government. 

Sec.  15.  The  style  of  all  j^rocess  shall  be  "The  State  of  Deseret,"  and 
all  prosecutions  shall  be  conducted  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  same. 

Article  VII. — (Jn  Impeachment  .\nu  Removal  from  Office. 

Section  1.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power  of 
impeachment,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  must  concur 
therein.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  senate,  and  when  sitting 
as  a  coui-t  of  impeachment,  the  senators  shall  l>e  upon  oath  or  affinnation 
to  do  justice  according  to  law  and  evidence.     "Wlien  the  governor  or 
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lieutenant-govenior  is  tried,  the  cliief  justice  of  the  supreme  court  shall 
preside. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  conciu-reuce  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  senators  elected.  But  judgment  in  such  cases  shall  not 
extend  fiu'ther  than  removal  fi*om  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  any 
office  of  honor,  tinast,  or  profit  under  the  govemment  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  When  an  impeachment  is  dii-ected,  the  house  of  representa- 
tives shall  elect  fi-om  then-  own  body  tlu-ee  members,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  prosecute  such  impeaclmient.  No  impeachment  shall  be  tried  until 
the  final  adjoui-nment  of  the  legislatvu-e.  when  the  senate  shall  proceed 
to  try  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  The  party,  whether  convicted  or  acquitted,  shall,  nevertheless, 
be  liable  to  prosecution,  trial,  judgment,  and  pimishment  according  to 
law. 

Sec  5.  In  all  impeachment  trials  the  accused  shall  have  the  right  to 
appear  and  defend  in  person  and  by  counsel,  to  demand  the  natm-e  and 
cause  of  the  accusation,  and  to  have  a  copy  thereof :  to  meet  the  witnesses 
face  to  face,  and  to  have  process  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
in  his  behalf. 

Sec.  6.  All  civil  officers  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  ior  corrupt 
conduct  in  office,  or  for  crimes  or  misdemeanors. 

Sec.  7.  No  judicial  officer  shall  exercise  his  office  after  an  impeachment 
is  directed,  until  he  is  acquitted. 

Sec.  8.  The  governor  may  make  a  provisional  appointment  to  till  a 
vacancy  occasioned  by  the  suspension  of  such  officer  until  he  shall  be 
acc^uitted,  or  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  a  successor. 

Sec  9.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  removal  of  any 
officer  elected  by  a  county,  township,  minmg  or  school  district,  in  such 
manner  and  for  such  cause  as  to  them  shall  be  deemed  just  and  proper. 

Article  YIII. — ^Municipal  .\nd  Other  Corporations. 

Section  1.  The  legislatiu-e  shall  pass  no  special  act  in  any  manner  re- 
lating to  coi^Dorate  powers,  except  for  municipal  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  The  legislatm-e  shall  provdde  for  the  organization  of  cities  and 
towns,  and  other  corporations,  by  general  laws,  and  restrict  their  powers 
of  taxation,  assessment,  borrowing  money,  contracting  debts,  and  loan- 
ing their  credit,  except  for  procuring  supplies  of  water,  and  assisting  in 
the  construction  of  railroads. 

Sec.  3.  All  real  property,  and  possessory  rights  to  the  same,  as  well  as 
personal  property  in  this  State,  belonging  to  coii^orations  now  existmg, 
or  hereafter  created,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  the  same  as  pi'operty  of 
individuals:    Provided.  That  the  property  of  corporations  formed  for 
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municipal,  charitable,  religious,  or  educational  purposes,  may  be  exempted 
by  law. 

Sec.  4.  Dues  from  corporations  shall  be  secured  by  such  means  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law:  FromdeiJ,  That  corporators  in  corporations 
formed  under  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  not  be  individually  liable  for 
the  debts  or  liabihties  of  such  corporations  unless  l>y  their  articles  of 
incorporation  they  may  so  elect. 

Sec.  5.  This  State  shall  not  donate  or  loan  money,  or  its  credit, 
subscribe  to,  or  be  mterested  in,  the  stock  of  any  company,  association, 
or  corporation,  except  corporations  formed  for  educational,  charitable, 
irrigation,  or  railroad  pmi^oses  within  this  State. 

Article  IX. — Finance  and  State  Debt. 

Section  1.  The  fiscal  year  shall  commence  January  lirst. 

Sec.  2.  The  legislatvu-e  shall  provide  by  law  for  an  annual  tax  sufficient 
to  defray  the  estimated  expenses  of  the  State  for  each  fiscal  year ;  and 
whenever  the  expenses  of  any  year  shall  exceed  the  income,  the  legisla- 
ture shall  i)ro\ade  for  levying  a  tax  siifficient.  Avith  other  sources  of  in 
come,  to  pay  the  deficiency,  as  well  as  the  estimated  expenses  of  such 
ensuing  year  or  two  years. 

Sec.  3.  The  State  shall  never  assiune  or  guarantee  the  debts  of  any 
county,  town,  city,  or  other  corporation  whatever,  unless  such  debts  may 
have  been  created  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrection,  or  to  pro- 
vide for  the  public  defence. 

Article  X. — Taxation. 
The  legislature  shall  by  law  provide  for  a  uniform  and  ecjual  rate  of 
assessment  and  taxation,  and  shall  prescribe  such  regulations  as  shall 
secure  a  just  valuation  for  taxation  of  all  property,  real,  personal,  and 
possessory,  except  mines  and  mining  claims,  the  proceeds  of  which  shall 
be  taxed,  as  regulated  by  law,  and  also  excepting  such  jiroperty  as  may 
be  exempted  by  law  for  mimicipal,  educational,  literary,  scientific,  re- 
ligious, or  charitable  iJiu'poses. 

Aeticle  XI. — Education. 

Section  1.  The  legislatiu'e  shall  protect  and  encoui'age  education. 

Sec.  2.  AU  legislation  in  regard  to  education  shall  be  imj^artial,  guar- 
anteeing to  males  and  females,  to  citizens  and  foreigners,  and  to  persons 
of  all  races,  colors,  and  religions,  equal  rights  and  privileges. 

Article  XII. — Militia. 
Section  1.  The  mihtia  of  the  State  shall  be  composed  of  all  able- 
bodied  male  citizens  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years, 
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except  such  as  are,  or  may  hereafter  be,  exempt  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State,  and  shall  be  organized,  armed,  equipped,  and 
trained  as  the  legislature  may  provide  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  All  commissioned  officers  of  the  militia,  (staff  officers  ex- 
cepted,) shall  be  elected  by  persons  liable  to  military  duty,  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  legislatiu'e  may  provide,  and  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
governor. 

Article  XIII. — Public  Institutions. 

Section  1.  Institutions  for  the  benefit  of  the  insane,  blind,  deaf  and 
dumb,  and  such  other  benevolent  uistitutions  as  the  public  good  may 
require,  shall  be  fostered  and  sujDported  by  the  State,  subject  to  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec  2.  A  State  i^rison  shall  be  established  and  maintained  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  pro-visions  may  be  made  by 
law  for  the  estabhslnnent  and  maintenance  of  a  house  of  refuge  for  juve- 
nile offenders. 

Sec.  3.  The  respective  counties  of  the  State  shall  provide,  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law,  for  those  inhabitants  who,  by  reason  of  age  and  in- 
firmity, or  misfortmies.  may  have  claim  upon  the  sympathy  and  aid  of 
society. 

Article  XIV. — Boundary. 

The  boundary  of  the  State  of  Deseret  shall  be  as  follows:  Commenc- 
ing at  a  point  formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  32d  degree  of  longi- 
tude west  fi'om  Washington  with  the  37th  degree  of  north  latitude; 
thence  due  west  along  said  37th  degree  of  north  latitude  to  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  same  with  the  37th  degree  of  longitude  west  from  "Washing- 
ton; thence  due  north  along  said  37th  degree  of  west  longitude  to  the 
intersection  of  the  same  with  the  42d  degree  of  north  latitude;  thence 
due  east  along  said  42d  degree  of  north  latitude  to  the  intersection  of 
the  same  with  the  S-lth  degree  of  longitude  west  fi-om  "Washington ; 
thence  due  south  along  said  34th  degree  of  west  longitude  to  the  inter- 
section of  the  same  with  the  41st  degree  of  north  latitude ;  thence  due 
east  along  said  41st  degree  of  north  latitude  to  the  intersection  of  the 
same  with  the  32d  degree  of  longitude  west  from  "Washington;  thence 
due  south  along  said  32d  degree  of  west  longitude  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning. And  whenever  Congress  shall  authorize  the  addition  to  the 
Territory  of  "Utah,  or  State  of  Deseret,  of  any  portion  of  the  Territory 
on  the  northerly  or  southerly  borders  of  the  foregoing  defined  limits, 
the  same  shall  thereupon  be  embraced  within  and  become  a  part  of  this 
State. 
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Article  XV. — Miscellaneous  Pkuvisions. 

Section  1.  The  seat  of  government  shall  be  at  Salt  Lake  City,  or  such 
place  as  the  legislature  may  determine. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  who  is  not  a  qualified 
elector. 

Sec.  3.  The  general  election  shall  be  held  on  the  lirst  ^Monday  in  Au 
gust  of  each  year,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  by  law. 

Sec  4.  The  legislatm-e  shall  provide  for  the  speedy  publication  of  all 
laAVR  of  a  general  nature. 

Sec.  5.  Tlie  compensation  of  all  State  officers  shall  be  as  prescribed 
by  law:  Pi'(n''i(h'd.  Xo  change  of  salary  or  compensation  shall  apply  to 
any  officer  during  the  tenn  for  which  he  may  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  0.  All  executive  officers  of  the  State  shall  keep  their  resjiective 
offices  at  the  seat  of  government. 

Sec  7.  A  plurality  of  votes  given  at  aii}^  election  by  the  people  shall 
constitute  a  choice,  where  not  otherwise  proA-ided  by  this  constitution. 

Sec  8.   No  person  holding  any  office  of  honor  or  profit  under  the 

Government  of  the  United  States  shall  hold  office  under  the  government 

of  this  State,  except  jiostmasters  whose  annual  compensation  does  not 

exceed  five  hundi'i'd   dollars,  and  except  as  otherwise  ])rovided  in  this 

constitution. 

Article  XYI. — Amendments. 

Section  1.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  constitution,  if 
agi'eed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two 
houses  of  the  legislature,  shall  be  entered  on  their  respective  journals, 
with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  legislature 
then  next  to  be  chosen,  and  shall  be  published  for  three  months  next 
preceding  the  time  of  making  such  choice.  And  if,  in  the  legislature 
next  chosen,  as  aforesaid,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each 
house,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  submit  such  pro- 
posed amendment  or  amendments  to  the  peojole.  in  such  manner  and  at 
such  time  as  the  legislatiu'e  shall  prescribe  :  and  if  the  peojile  shall  ap- 
prove and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments  by  a  majority  of  the 
electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  legislatiu-e  voting  thereon, 
such  amendment  or  amendments  shall  become  a  part  of  the  constitution. 

Sec  2.  If  at  any  time  the  legislatm-e,  by  a  vote  of  two-thii-ds  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  house,  shall  determine  that  it  is  necessary  to 
cause  a  re%-ision  of  this  entire  constitution,  they  shall  recommend  to  the 
electors,  at  the  next  election  for  members  of  the  legislatm-e.  to  vote  for 
or  against  a  convention :   and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the 


electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  have  voted  in  favor  of  caUing  a 
convention,  the  legislature  shall,  at  its  next  session,  jDro^dde  by  law  for 
calling  a  convention,  to  be  holden  within  six  months  after  the  passage  of 
such  a  law ;  and  such  convention  shall  consist  of  a  munber  of  members 
not  less  than  that  of  the  two  branches  of  the  legislatiu-e. 

Article  XVII. — Schedule. 

Section  1.  That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  by  reason  of  a  change 
from  a  teiTitorial  to  a  State  government,  it  is  declared  that  all  rights, 
actions,  prosecutions,  judgments,  claims,  and  contracts,  as  well  of  iudi- 
\'iduals  as  of  bodies  corporate,  including  counties,  towns,  and  cities, 
shall  continue  as  if  no  change  had  taken  j^lace :  and  all  process  which 
may  issue  under  the  authority  of  the  Territory  of  Utah  previous  to  its 
admission  into  the  Union  shaU  be  as  valid  as  if  issued  in  the  name  of  the 
State  of  Deseret. 

Sec  2.  All  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  in  force  at  the  time  of 
the  admission  of  this  State,  not  rej^ugnant  to  this  constitution,  shall 
remain  in  force  until  they  exj^u-e  by  then-  own  limitations,  or  be  altered 
or  repealed  by  the  legislatiu-e. 

Sec  3.  All  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures  accruing  to  the  Territory 
of  Utah,  or  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  ux  the  Territory  of  Utah, 
shall  enure  to  the  State  of  Deseret. 

Sec  4.  All  recognizances  heretofore  taken,  or  which  may  be  taken 
before  the  change  from  a  territorial  to  a  State  Government,  shall  re- 
main valid,  and  shall  jDass  to  and  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  State ; 
and  all  bonds  executed  to  the  governor  of  the  Territory,  or  to  any  other 
officer  or  coiu-t  in  his  or  then-  official  capacity,  or  to  the  people  of  the 
United  States  in  the  Tenitory  of  Utah,  shall  pass  to  the  governor  or  other 
officer  or  coiu't,  and  his  or  theii*  successors  in  office,  for  the  uses  therein  re- 
spectively expressed,  and  may  be  sued  on  and  recovery  had  accordinglv  ; 
and  all  revenue,  jjroperty,  real,  jjersonal,  or  mixed,  and  ail  judgments, 
bonds,  specialties,  choses  ui  action,  claims,  and  debts,  of  whatsoever  de- 
scription, and  all  records  and  luxblic  archives  of  the  Territoiy  of  Utah, 
shall  issue  and  vest  in  the  State  of  Deseret,  and  may  be  sued  for  and  re- 
covered in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  by  the  State  of 
Deseret  as  the  same  could  have  been  by  the  Temtoi-y  of  Utah.  All 
criminal  prosecutions  and  penal  actions  which  may  have  arisen,  or  which 
may  arise  before  the  change  from  a  Territorial  to  a  State  government, 
and  which  shall  then  be  pending,  shall  be  prosecuted  to  judgment  and 
execution  in  the  name  of  the  State.  .Vll  offences  connnitted  against  the 
laws  of  the  Tenitory  of  Utah  before  the  change  from  a  territorial  to  a 
State  government,  and  wliicli  sliall  iK)t  bo  prosecuted  before  such  change, 
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maybe  proscpiited  in  the  namo  and  l)v  thtJiutliority  «>f  tin-  Stnto  4»f  Dos- 
eret,  with  like  effect  as  thoii^'li  siieh  chaii^'e  had  not  taken  pliwo  ;  mid  all 
penalties  incurred  shall  remain  the  sjune  as  if  this  c«»nstituti<>n  had  not 
been  adopted.  All  actions  at  law  and  suits  in  e<mity.  an*!  other  lepil  pro- 
ceedinf,^s  which  may  be  i»endin<,'  in  any  of  the  courtw  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah  at  the  time  of  the  chanj,'e  from  a  Territorial  to  a  State  ^'ovi-ni 
ment,  may  be  continued  and  transferred  to  and  tletemnneil  by  any  court 
of  the  State  which  shall  have  juiisdictiou  tif  the  subjtH-t  ninttrr  thc-n*of ; 
and  all  books,  papers,  and  recttrds  relating'  to  tin-  same  sliall  Ih-  traiiK 
ferred  iu  like  manner  to  such  court. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  puqiose  of  takinf^  the  votf  of  tin-  eliftorw  of  thin  Tcr 
ritory,  for  the  ratirication  or  rejection  of  this  constitution,  and  for  tJjo 
election  of  members  of  the  le<^'islature  and  a  ivpresentiitive  in  t'ohj^reMt. 
an  election  shall  be  held  in  the  several  counties  of  the  Territon*  uti  the 
third  ^Nfonday  in  March.  \.  I>.  iHTli.  and  tin*  ele<'tion  hhall  U- conduct^'d

twenty-five  of  article  four  of  the  constitution. 

Sec.  ().  Kach  elector  shall  expn-ss  his  opinion  by  dt-poMtinj;  m  tUe  bal 
lot-box  a  ticket,  whereon  shall  l)e  writt«'n  or  pniit4-d.  "  CoiiNtitutioii. 
j'es,"  or  •■Constitution,  no,"  or  such  ^ords  as  will  diKtinrtly  convey  tho 
intention  of  the  voti-r. 

Sec.  7.  The  county  clerks  of  their  respective  counties  sluill  it*n\U'  to 
the  members  of  the  Shite  le','islature  certificates  of  their  ele<'ti»»n,  and 
said  clerks  shall  forthwith  make  dujilicate  returns  of  the  votes  cnut  for 
and  a<j^ainst  the  constitution,  ami  tlie  vot4*s  cast  for  HepreM-ntntive  in 
Congress,  and  transmit  the  same  by  the  most  safe  ami  e.xiM'ditioiiH  <*on- 
veyance  to  E.  L.  Campbell,  the  secretan-  of  this  convention.  eneloMnl  in 
an  envelope,  marked  "election  returns. 

Sec.  8.  Ui^ou  receipt  of  said  returns,  or  within  f<»urt<fti  days  aftfr  the 
election,  if  the  returns  be  not  sooner  received,  it  shall  be  the  diitv  of  a 
board  of  canvassers,  to  consist  of  the  presitlent  ami  sit  retarv  of  this 
convention  and  the  probate  jud','e  of  Salt  I^ike  <-ounty.  «ir  any  two  of 
the  persons  herein  named,  to  canvass  the  returns  of  said  election  in 
presence  of  all  who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  imme<liiit«ly  publish  an 
abstract  of  the  same  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspajK-i-s  of  the  Territory 
of  X^tah,  and  ft)rwiud  a  copy  of  said  abstnu-t.  duly  certitiiil  bv  them.  U) 
the  President  of  the  United  States.  Presitlent  of  the  Senat<-.  SjH-aker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  DeK'<,'ate  in  Cciiigress  from  Utah 
Territory,  and  said  board  shall,  after  the  adoption   <tf  this   constitution 
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and  canvass  of  said  votes,  issue  a  certificate  of  election  to  the  person 
receiving  thereat  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  Representative  in  Con- 
gress. 

Sec.  9.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  apportionment  of  senar 
tors  and  representatives  in  the  different  coimties  shall  be  as  follows : 
Salt  Lake,  Tooele,  and  Summit  counties,  four  senators ;  Salt  Lake 
covinty,  six  representatives  ;  Tooele  coimty,  one  representative  ;  Summit 
county,  one  representative  ;  Davis  and  Morgan  counties,  one  senator  and 
two  representatives  ;  Box  Elder  and  Weber  counties,  one  senator ;  Box 
Elder  county,  one  representative ;  Weber  county,  two  rejDresentatives  ; 
Cache  and  Rich  counties  one  senator,  and  two  representatives  ;  Utah 
and  Wasatch  coimties,  two  senators ;  Utah  comity,  three  representatives ; 
Wasatch  coimty,  one  representative  ;  Juab  and  Millard  coimties,  one  sen- 
ator :  Juab  county,  one  representative ;  Millard  county,  one  representative  ; 
Beaver  and  Iron  counties,  one  senator;  Beaver  coimty,  one  representative ; 
Iron  coimty,  one  representative  ;  Kane  and  Washmgton  counties,  one 
senator  and  one  representative ;  Sanpete  and  Sevier  coimties,  one  sena- 
tor and  two  rejjresentatives. 

Sec.  10.  If  this  constitution  be  ratified  by  the  people,  the  president 
of  this  convention,  or,  in  case  of  his  inability,  the  secretary  of  this  con- 
vention, shall  convene  the  legislatiu'e  at  the  city  hall,  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
on  the  first  Thursday  of  April,  A.  D.  1872,  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
United  States  senators. 

Sec.  11.  A  copy  of  this  constitution,  certified  to  be  correct  by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  this  convention,  shall  be  published  by  them  in 
one  or  more  of  the  newsj)apers  of  this  Territory  as  soon  as  practica- 
ble after  the  final  adjournment  of  this  convention.  Such  president  and 
secretary  shall  forward  a  copy  of  this  constitution,  duly  certified,  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  President  of  the  Senate,  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  the  delegates  in  Congress  fi-om  this 
Territory,  and  shall  deliver  or  forward  a  copy,  certified  as  aforesaid,  to 
each  of  the  delegates  elected  by  this  convention,  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion twenty-foiu'  of  this  article. 

Sec.  12.  For  the  purpose  of  taking  the  vote  of  the  electors  of  this 
Territory,  for  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  such  tenns,  if  any,  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  Congress  as  a  condition  of  the  admission  of  said  State 
into  the  Union,  and  for  the  election  of  all  State  officers  and  judges  of 
the  circuit  coiu'ts,  an  election  shaU  be  held  in  the  several  coimties  of  the 
Territory  on  the  thii'd  IVIonday  of  the  month  succeeding  that  m  which 
such  act  of  Congress  aforesaid  prescribing  such  terms,  shall  have  become 
a  law;  and  the  election  shaU  be  conducted  and  the  returns  thereof  made, 
as  nearly  as  practicable,  m  confonnity  with  the  existing  laws  of  the  Ter- 
ritory in  relation  to  the  holding  of  the  general  election. 
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Sec.  18.  Each  elector  slmll  exjiress  his  ojiiiiion  \>\  ^l(•l^ositill^'  in  th** 
ballot-box  a  ticket  wlureoii  slmll  l»c  written  or  i)nnt4-«l  ••('oi»Htitiition  aw 
ameinled — Yes, "  or  "CoiiHtitiition  as  anieii<l»'»l — N«».  «»r  such  wonls  hh 
will  distinctly  convey  the  intention  of  the  voter. 

Sec.  14.  The  county  clerks  of  their  respej-tive  counties  shall  forthwith 
make  duplicate  returns  of  the  v<»tes  cast  for  and  a^niinst  the  constit»iti«»n 
as  amended,  and  the  votes  cast  for  all  .Stat<-  oflicci-s  anil  cinuit  jud^'en. 
and  transmit  the  same  by  the  most  safe  and  exj)editious  conveyan<f  t4» 
R.  L.  ('aiupbell.  the  secretary  of  this  convi-ntion.  enclosed  in  an  enveloj»e 
marked  "  Election  Ketm-ns." 

Sec.  15.  Upon  receipt  of  said  ntinns  or  within  thirty  days  after  the 
election,  if  the  returns  be  not  sooner  received,  it  shall  U-  the  duty  of  a 
board  of  canvassers,  to  consist  of  the  ])resi«lent  an«l  s«-«-retury  of  tluH 
convention,  the  president  of  the  State  senate,  the  R]>eaker  of  the  honae 
of  re])resentativ<'H.  and  the  jirobate  judj,'e  of  Salt  Ijike  <-ounty.  «ir  any 
three  (jf  tlie  persons  lierein  named,  to  canvass  the  returns  of  Kiiid  eleo 
tion  in  j)resence  of  all  who  may  choose  to  att4-nd.  and  injniedint4"ly  pul>- 
lish  an  abstract  of  the  same  in  one  or  more  of  the  ne\VK]ta|H'rH  in  the 
Territory  of  I'tali  ;  and  said  board  shall,  if  sjiid  <-onstitution  as  iun<-nde<l 
has  received  a  majority  vot<'  of  the  electors  v«»tinj;  uimhj  the  ipifHtion  of 
the  accejttance  or  reje«-tion  of  the  same,  thereupon  make  jtiiblic  an 
nouncement  of  the  fact,  and  transmit  a  certiticut*-  there<.f  by  the  inont 
Bafe  and  most  expeditious  conveyance  to  the  President  of  the  l'nit4*d 
States.  President  of  the  Senate,  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Hi-prcm'Ut 
atives.  at  Washington.  I).  C.  and  jdso  issu*,-  certiJicateM  of  ele<'ti<»n  to 
Buch  persons  as  were  elected  at  said  election.  an<l  thenc«'forth  thia  ctin- 
stitution  shall  be  ordained  and  established  as  tin*  constitution  of  the 
State  of  Deseret. 

Sec.  16.  The  tenn  of  State  officers,  excej^t  judicial,  elected  at  the  firHt 
election,  shall  continue  until  the  Tnestlay  aft^-r  the  tirst  Monday  of  Jan- 
uary. A.  D.  ei^'hteen  hundred  and  seveTity-tive.  and  until  the  electitin 
and  (pialitication  of  their  successors. 

Sec.  17.  The  State  senators  to  be  elected  at  the  first  election  under 
this  constitution  shall  draw  lots,  so  that  the  tenu  of  one  half  of  tlie 
number,  as  nearly  as  may  be.  shall  expire  on  the  day  succeeding,'  the  jfen- 
eral  election  in  A.  D.  ei<^hteen  hundred  and  seventy  four,  and  the  tenn 
of  the  other  half  shall  exjiire  on  the  day  succeeding?  the  j,'eneral  election 
in  A.  D.  eif^hteon  hundred  and  seventy  six  :  J*r<>rifh'(f.  That  in  drawing: 
lots  for  all  senatorial  terms,  the  senatorial  representation  shall  be 
allotted  so  that  in  the  coimties  having  two  or  more  senators  the  tenns 
thereof  shall  be  divided  as  ecpially  as  may  be  between  the  long  and 
short  terms. 
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Sec.  18.  The  term  of  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  elected 
at  the  first  election  shall  exjjire  on  the  day  succeeding  the  general  elec- 
tion in  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four. 

Sec.  19.  The  first  regular  session  of  the  legislatiu'e  shall  commence 
on  the  third  Monday  of  the  month  succeeding  that  in  which  said  State 
shall  be,  by  act  of  Congress,  or  by  joroclamation  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  made  in  piu'suance  of  an  act  of  Congress,  admitted  into 
the  Union. 

Sec.  20.  The  State  officers  and  cu'cuit  judges  elected  at  the  first  elec- 
tion shall  be  sworn  in  and  assiune  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
on  the  third  Monday  of  the  month  succeeding  that  in  which  said  State 
shall  by  act  of  Congress,  or  by  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  made  in  piu'suance  of  an  act  of  Congress,  be  admitted 
into  the  Union. 

Sec  21.  The  governor,  secretary,  district  judges,  and  other  officers  of 
the  Territory  of  Utah  may  continue  to  discharge  the  duties  of  theii-  re- 
spective offices  after  the  admission  of  this  State  into  the  Union,  and  until 
the  time  designated  for  the  qualification  of  the  officers  to  be  elected 
under  the  State  government :  I^rovided,  That  the  said  officers  shall  be 
subject  to  the  restrictions  and  conditions  provided  in  this  constitution, 
and  none  of  them  shall  receive  to  his  own  itse  any  fees  or  perquisites 
for  the  performance  of  any  duty  connected  with  his  office. 

Sec.  22.  All  county,  precinct,  city,  and  district  officers  under  the  laws 
of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  at  the  time  this  constitution  shall  take  effect, 
and  whose  offices  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  con- 
stitution, shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  The  time  of  such  election  and  qualification  shall  be  as  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec  23.  After  the  admission  of  this  State  into  the  Union,  and  imtil 
the  legislatiu-e  shall  otherwise  provide,  the  several  judges  shall  hold 
courts  in  their  respective  cu'cuits  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may 
respectively  appoint :  and  until  prorision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  hold- 
ing the  terms  of  the  supreme  court,  the  governor  shall  fix  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  such  coui't. 

Sec  24.  George  Q.  Cannon,  Thomas  Fitch,  and  Frank  Fuller  are 
hereby  elected  delegates  fi'om  this  convention,  to  proceed  to  Washuigton, 
D.  C,  and  with  the  delegate  in  Congress  fi'om  Utah  Territory,  the  Hon. 
W.  H.  Hooper,  are  requested  to  present  this  constitution  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
United  States  House  of  Representatives,  and  urge  the  passage  of  an  act 
of  Congress  admitting  the  State  of  Deseret  into  the  Union. 
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Done  in  convention,  at  Salt  Lake  City,  the  second  day  of  March,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hiuidi-ed  and  seventy-two,  and 
of  the  independence  of  the  United  States  the  ninety-sixth,  and  signed  by 

the  delegates.
